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DeCoster injured 


MOL, BELGIUM, FEB. 2 

Roger DeCoster, five-time 500cc MX World Champion and eight-year 
Team Suzuki veteran, was seriously injured while practicing for the 
1978 GP season near the village of Mol, Belgium on February 7. 

The 33 year-old MX superstar was riding with his longtime friend, 
and former Suzuki teammate, Sylvain Geboers during a training 
session when his motorcycle struck a hidden depression in the track, 
throwing DeCoster off the bike and into a tree by the side of the 
raceway. Though stunned, DeCoster with the aid of Geboers was able 
to return to his mechanic's van where he collapsed. 

Geboers immediately summoned a noted sports physician, Dr. 
Dalwaduwa who lives in Mol, to the raceway and following a 
preliminary examination — which revealed no broken bones but 
strongly suggested the possibility of internal injury — the doctor 
moved DeCoster to the H. Hart Clinic in Mol for consultation with a 
specialist. The athlete remained conscious throughout the trip, but had 
developed a high fever and wracking chill, and posted a heart rate of 
210 beats per minute upon arrival at the hospital. 

Disregarding the danger of inducing a second, and possibly fatal, 
shock to DeCoster's system, Dr. Verbekke — an internal injury 
specialist — determined that an emergency operation was essential to 
discover the extent of damage done to DeCoster's pancreas and 
spleen. The operation lasted three hours, during which time it was 
necessary to replace six liters of blood to DeCoster's system. He had 
lost almost 8096 of his total body supply. 

Dr. Verbekke initially discovered only superficial bruises to 
DeCoster's pancreas, but it appeared to be functioning well so an 
immediate threat to his life was averted. His spleen, however, had 
ruptured in five places and was releasing poisons into the thoracic 
cavity, necessitating an immediate spenectomy to remove the now 
useless but quite dangerous organ. 

"Although DeCoster's blood pressure and heart rate dropped to 
hazardously low levels during the operation, following it his condition 
stabilized. He regained consciousness soon after surgery, and 
recognized and spoke to his wife, Laurie, who was at his bedside. Due 
to the extreme seriousness of his case, however, DeCoster was 
placed on the critical list for 24 hours and remained in the intensive 
care ward at the clinic for several days. 

Dr. Verbekke is optimistic regarding DeCoster's chances for a 
complete recovery, and a return to racing. 

"Roger should be able to leave the clinic in two weeks,” he said, 
"and can resume his training schedule as soon as he regains sufficient 
strength. 

"| do not, however, wish to minimize the difficulty he has come 
through,” Dr. Verbekke continued. “If DeCoster were not a superb 
athlete in excellent condition, he almost certainly would not have 
survived the surgery. On the other hand, if we had not operated on his 
spleen the consequences would have been fatal.” 

Forty-eight hours after the accident DeCoster remained in intensive 
care. He was resting comfortably, but with some pain, and was being 
fed intraveneously. The family has requested that notes of condolence 
and encouragement from his many fans be addressed to Roger 
DeCoster, c/o Public Relations, U.S. Suzuki Motor Corp. 13767 
Freeway Drive, Santa Fe Springs, CA 90670. 

A presstime update on DeCoster's condition, thanks to Suzuki 
Public Relations Manager Jeff Burtt, indicates that The Man is able to 
walk around the clinic and is eating solid food again after six days of 
intravenous feeding. He has lost weight due to the restrictive diet, but 
is in relatively good spirits. 

He hopes to leave the clinic on Monday, Feb. 20, and his first plans 
include meeting a physical therapist and going to Spain to begin 
training in the warmer climate. He admits it's "impossible to tell’ 
when he can return to competition, but he's aiming for the opening 
round of the '78 500cc World Championship MX Series in Switzerland 
on Apr. 9. He may be forced to miss the first two races, however, 
depending on his recovery rate. e

Pops Yoshimura's son-in-law, 
Shohei Kato of Japan, will make 
his U.S. Superbike Production 
debut at Daytona, riding one of 
two Yoshimura R&D of America 
GS1000 Suzukis. Kato, who has 
done well in Japanese events 
aboard a Yoshimura/Egli Z-1, will be 
a teammate to Yoshimura riders 
Steve McLaughlin (Suz GS1000) 
and Wes Cooley, Jr. (Kaw KX1000). 


Wanta be a movie star? Papa's been 
shining his helmet ever since Jim 
Beltinck told him that a film crew for 
the movie "A Great Ride" will be at 
the Feb. 18 Saddleback Saturday MX. 


The Feb. 12 round of the MXL 
Winter-AMA MX Series at 
Gainesville, Florida's Gatorback 
Park facility played host to 271 
riders. However, when the dust 
settled two of the three victors 
were doubling their action from 
last week. Don Kudalski (Yam) 
romped to double moto wins in the 
Open class while Mark Barnett 
(Suz) did the same in 125cc action.

Man and land 


By Charles Clayton 


I sense a change this year. You 
see, every year I attend these land 
plan versus off-road motorcycles 
meetings and suffer through the 


same old slide shows. It's been the 
same since 1968. The Sierra Club geo- 
archeo-zoologists demonstrate what 
surface damage unmanaged motor- 
cycling can do. We bikers argue that if 
these places where we ride, without 
permission, were accommodated in 
the land planning, we would gladly 
preserve and conserve the land. 

Even if it were possible to cease all 
trail riding in the nation today, who 
would stop the gullying and erosion 
that the next rains will bring? Nobody, 
apparently, except us bikers. And we 
can only do it on the condition that we 
continue to ride. 

Ten years have gone by, and I think 
I detect a spark of reason in the 
responses of the land planners. It has 
taken all this time to demonstrate that 
dirt bike recreation won't disappear, 
can be responsible, and has needs that 
must be met. Even if motorcycle trails 
are less desirable in a community than 
a prison farm, we've got to sanction 


them. for the sake of the land. The: 


alternative is continued damage to the 
trails through unmanaged trespass. 

I think it is beginning to sink in that 
our trespasses may or may not be for- 
given, but they are inevitable unless we 
own some proprietary interest in our 
trails. While both sides play these ad- 
versary games, the land quietly dis- 
solves away. 

Somebody in the Sierra Club must risk 
the wrath of his peers and endorse the 
plan, for the sake of the land. e. 
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(Text of C. Clayton's speech to the San Diego County Planning Commission) 


SAN DIEGO, CA, FEB. 15 

There is a time for planning, and 
a time to say, “Okay, let’s go for 
it.” For the past seven years, re- 
creation vehicle riders have been 
working in co-operation with the 
county parks planning agency to 
establish an ORV recreation site in 
San Diego County. In the meantime, 
ORV recreation has doubled and 
tripled in the county. To have some 
idea of the scope of what we are 
talking about, you need only to fly 
over San Diego County and observe 
the most prominent feature of the 
landscape — the network of dirt trails, 
many of them made or used by ORV 
recreationists. Bikers call them 
“cowtrails” and “fire roads.” 

A glance tells you that it is difficult 
to monitor this outdoor maze well 
enough to stamp out recreational trail 
riding totally. Even if it were possible 
to cease all motor vehicle recreation 
today, who would take care of the 
trails that already exist? And yet, the 
authorities cannot ignore it. 
Complaints from citizens come in 
every day and twice on Sundays. 

The only viable alternative, as they 
used to say, is compromise. The 
authorities are just going to have to 
accommodate us and our 
misunderstood hobby, or else forgive 
us our trespasses. 

Oddly enough, you see, much of the 
ORV recreation that transpires in San 
Diego County is a kind of trespassing. 
As a result, nobody is taking 
responsibility for conservation of the 
land or management of the trail users. 
This situation will go on as long as 
there is no legitimate place where 
citizens are permitted to pursue ORV 
recreation in the county. There is no 
way we can maintain the land without 
official permission to ride it. 

It has gotten so bad, this neglect of 
recreation needs, that the very land 
itself is beginning to suffer. I rode 
around the Santee project in a county 
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4-wheel drive vehicle. The recent rains 
had washed out the water treatment 
plant dam and badly eroded some. of 
the heavier used slopes of the hills. 
Some of the hills were made of tough 
enough stuff to withstand the 





unmanaged use, but a lot of good | 
topsoil will slip into the gullys if it isn’t | 


recontoured soon. 


Today, you will vote whether to go | 


ahead with the Santee ORV project. 


The off-road recreation citizens have | 


lived up to their part of the anti-noise 
slogan that originated right here in 
San Diego five years ago: “Less sound 
equals more ground." The users, 
through ORV registration fees and 
fuel purchase taxes, have provided the 
money for the project. And we will 
continue to work closely with the 
authorities in managing the project. 
The users have done their part, the 
bureaucracy has done its job, now you 
must do your duty, bite the bullet, 
take the heat or whatever you call it, 
and approve this plan. After that, 
there still remains a big job to do. 
We've got to get 
management techniques at Santee 
that will accommodate the users, 
invigorate the environment, and 
placate the neighbors. Again, we, the 


users and the industry, will cooperate |

with the county agencies to do a good | 


job, to be good neighbors. 
If you back off from your duty, well, 


it won't make much difference to the | 


off-road riders. 
doing what they've always done. But 
while we play these adversary games,

Harden win 
ultra-close

Mexicali 300 


After over 300 miles of racing on the Baja 
peninsula, only 11 seconds separated the winning 
Husqvarna team of Brent Wallingsford/Scot 
Harden and the runner-up KTM team of Bob 


Balentine/Tom Kelly in SCORE 
International’s Mexicali 300. 


The Mexicali 300 was.a substi- 
tute for the Parker 400, originally 


scheduled to flank the Colorado River 
with both California and Arizona 
loops. When SCORE was unable to 
find third-party liability insurance, 
they moved the race to Mexico, where 
the government underwrites the 
insurance. 


The Husqvarna and KTM teams 
diced throughout much of the race, 
with Balentine taking the lead near 
the pavement that led to the finish. 
But Bob was unable to pull enough of 
an advantage to overcome the start 
handicap. Both completed the over 
300-mile course in #h amazingly fast 
six hours and 13 minutes. 


Third overall bike was the 250cc 
Yamaha of Las Vegans Fred Hansen 
Jr. and Kevin Davis. They had a close 
race to the finish with the Jeff 
Kaplan/Rick Finger Husqvarna, 
winning by about two minutes. 


Class 20, for 125cc bikes, went to 
the Leckich Tuning-sponsored 
Yamaha of Chuck and Mike 
Cartledge. The Cartledge team won 
despite losing second and third gears 
going over the Summit, a perilous 
ascent of rock steps and, this weekend, 
deep water crossings. 

John Watkins and Dick Vick kept 
their Class 38 (for riders over 38 years 
of age) winning streak alive, getting 
their Husqvarna 390 across the finish 








line over an hour ahead of the 
competition. 

Weather was a major factor in the 
Mexicali 300. While the weather was 
dry and sunny in Mexicali, the Pacific 
ocean side of the peninsula was belted 
by storms. SCORE President Sal Fish 
went to the storm area, which centered 
in the areas around Valle de Trinidad. 

The decision was made to eliminate 
a section that went from San Matais 
towards Mike's Sky Ranch, turned and 
came out on the highway at Valle de 
Trinidad. Instead, riders were 
supposed to catch the highway at San 
Matais and go to El Rodeo, where they 
would head for the Summit. However, 
only the first few bikes went directly on 
the highway. Reportedly, later bikes 
were flagged onto the bypassed course 
by an unknown person. 


In addition to changing the course, 
the race was held up for two hours, 
waiting for Sal Fish to authorize a 
start. Most bikes managed to complete 
the race before darkness fell, but there 
were a few with problems that inched 
their way in at night. 

The Leroy Kyger/Mel Chapman 
Yamaha took the early lead in the race 
as the course manuevered through a 
canal section before hitting open 
desert. Randy Neal and David 
Hopkins (Hus) followed, ahead of 
Cory Timms and Keith Dysert (Hus), 
Joe Jones and Ron Bishop (Hus), 
Morgan Malocco and Wayne Allen 
(Hon), Hardin, and Tom Kelly (who 
got lost before check one and was 
making his way back through the 
pack). 











_ Larry Roeseler, a pre-race favorite 


to win along with partner Jack Johnson 

on the factory Husky, was following 
Kelly at check two. Roeseler was riding 
gingerly due to a shoulder injury 
suffered in a motocross the week 
before the race. Roeseler's longevity 
could not be tested; the Husky seized 
while running down a 32-mile section 
of pavement past check two and they 
were out of the race. 

Cordis Brooks, who was teamed 
with Bill Tarling on a KTM, led the 
250cc Class 21 ‚bikes into check two. 
Bruce Ogilvie, teamed with Bob 
| Rutten on the factory Harley-Davidson, 
|was hot on his trail, with the 
Finger/Kaplan Husky running third. 

Team Cartledge moved quickly 
into the 125cc lead, while Scott 
Coutts, riding with Tom Lamar on an 
Omo's Motorcycle Sales Husky, 
crashed heavily early in the race. The 
bike was undamaged and. able to 
continue, but Scott didn’t remember 
too much about the crash. 

Most of the teams switched riders at 
El Chinero, after the south-running 
course had gotten off the highway and 
through a rocky section. It was a fast 

| shot into check four, near the fishing 
town of San Felipe. 

Kelly was the first rider into check 
four, two minutes ahead of Wallingsford. 
This was despite losing five minutes on 
a wheel change at El Chinero. The 
KTM — a new ‘78 model — was set up 
with different primary gearing for 
more top speed. 

Behind the first two was the 
Timms/Dysert Husky, who arrived at 
San Felipe a minute in arrears of 
Wallingford. Kyger and Chapman, 
the early leaders, reportedly had 
gotten lost before El Chinero. 

Ogilvie and Rutten had taken the 
class 21 lead, arriving at San Felipe 
three minutes ahead of Kaplan and 
Finger. Tarling was third, followed by 
the Hansen/ Davis bike. 

The course headed towards and 
through Diablo Dry Lake. Kelly lost 
some time when he thought he saw 
water on the lake bed and took a road 
around the lake while the other riders 
shot straight through. 

As a result, Balentine and 
Wallingsford were about even as they 
left San Matais pass and went up the 
road toward El Rodeo, where they left 
the road and made their way through 
the mud and water towards Nuevo 
Junction and the Summit. 

The run from San Felipe to San 
Matais produced a few casulties. 
Ogilvie and Rutten dropped out when 
their Harley seized. Tarling and 
Brooks went out with a seized rod 
bearing. This put Hansen and Davis 
into the class lead. ` 

Hansen was following an Open class 
rider — reportedly Dysert — when 
they turned off the road at El Rodeo. 
Hansen said he heard a sound, looked 
up and saw the rider flying through 
the air after hitting a car going back- 
wards on the course. Though the rider 
reportedly escaped with a broken leg, 
Hansen was mentally shaken. 


"] couldn't go fast for the next five 
miles. There were a lot of sixth gear 
straights that I was putting on in third 
and fourth gear." 

The climb up the Summit, normally 
the most difficult part of SCORE races 
in Mexico, was harder because parts of 
the trail were bisected by deep running 
water. After the first few riders went 
through, the area from El Rodeo to 
the Summit was hit with first rain, 
then snow. 

Wallingsford slid out on a corner 
going down the Summit and Balentine 
‘took the lead. He held it until about a 
mile before check seven at Cohabuzo 
Junction. There he ran out of gas, and 
while he got out the gallon of gas that 
he carried with him, Wallingsford 
flashed past. 





They stayed nearly even on the fast 
fireroads that led to the check eight at 
Kilometer 27 on Mexico's Highway 2. 
Balentine got back in the lead when 
Wallingsford blew a turn. When they 
hit the pavement Wallingsford seized 
the Husky. He coasted until it fired 
back up in second gear, put the choke 
on and flew to the finish. He got there 
49 seconds behind Balentine — good 
enough to win by 11 seconds. The 
seizure was the only problem on the 
Dean Goldsmith-tuned Husky. 

While Wallingsford and Harden 
were jubilant (“Nothing like a little 
racing,” quipped Brent), Balentine 
and Kelly were naturally a little 
downhearted. The mood lasted until 
Bob's girlfriend, Michele, pushed him 
into the hotel swimming pool, 
leathers, mud and all. 

The third bike into the finish was 
the Hansen/Davis Yamaha, taking the 
class win with a six hour, 31 minute 
time. It was the first-ever Baja race for 
both Hansen and Davis, who are 
sponsored by Nevada Yamaha and 
Valley Cycles, respectively. 

"I love it down here. Baja is neat," 
said Hansen. 

"Especially when you win, huh!" 
added Davis. 

Kaplan and Finger finished two 
minutes behind the winners, riding on 
their third rear tire. 

Joe Jones and Ron Bishop were the 
next bike to finish, and the last ones to 
beat the first car, piloted by ex-biker 
Bobby Ferro, which was an hour and 
five minutes behind the winning bike. 

The Cartledge bike was the next 
one into the finish. In addition to 
losing two gears, Mike had the chain 
come off four times while climbing the 
Summit. They were later protested 
over engine size, were found to be 
legal, and collected the $100 protest 
fee. Scott Coutts and Tom Lamar 
were second, Ron Ellenburg and Paul 
Emerson (Yam) were third. 

The third-place 250cc class team, 
Mike Maze and Chris Morgan (Hus) 
were lucky to finish at all. Just past 
Kilometer 27, Maze crashed hard. 
The rear frame loop was vertical, 
bending halfway down the seat. Maze 
suffered a broken and dislocated left 
shoulder, but managed to get back on 
and finish, later going to a hospital in 
El Centro. 


"Boy, I'm sure glad I rode Bad Rock 
and those qualifiers,” said Class 38 
winner John Watkins. “It was like a 
qualifier, like Bad Rock," he 
continued. “Snow, sleet, rain, mud, 
highway, desert, rocks — It had 
everything.” Watkins, who rode with 
Dick Vick, finished three minutes 
behind Maze. 


The city of Mexicali, led by Mayor 
Francisco Santana Peralta, worked 
hard with little advance warning to set 
up camping areas, impound and tech 
areas and the finish line. Police 
cooperation with the racers was very 
good. 

When and if the Parker 400 will be 
run is very much in doubt due to the

Series — Round six 


Rocket Rex 
wraps up two

Blasting off at the sixth round of the CMC/ 
Suzuki Golden State Series was "Rocket Rex" 
Staten and his Bassett Racing Products 
Yamahas. Sunday's launch site was Dunlap Cycle 


Park near Fresno, where Staten 
not only wrapped up the overall 
1978 series title in the 500cc Pro 
class, but also shut the door on 


the 250cc Pro battle. Four moto wins 
and a defeat of Mother Nature was the 
key to victory for the Rocket. In 
contrast, 125cc Pro winner Danny 
Turner didn't win a moto all day. 

Going into round six, Staten had a 
35 point lead in the 500cc class and a 
23 point spread in the 250cc. Terry 
Clark was the only one who could stop 
Staten in the 500cc class and Donnie 
Hansen or Darrell Shultz were the only 
defenders who could keep the 250cc 
title alive. 


500cc Pro 


Rocket Rex Staten totally 
dominated the 500cc Pro class, and 
proved without a doubt that he is the 
number one Open rider in the series. 
Shooting out of the rubber band for 
the first moto was Darrell Shultz. 
Staten rode in third after the first turn 
with Pat Richter right behind. Shultz 


held off Staten's charge for the first lap 
but the Rocket took off on the second 
time around. 

An irítense battle for second erupted 
when Richter made his presence 
known to Shultz. For the rest of the 40 
minutes these two went head to head, 
with no more than lapped traffic 
separating them. Terry Clark was 
moving his Cole Bros. Maico up in the 
standings and soon reached the fourth 
slot after going around Parry Klassen. 
Clark began to put pressure on 
Richter, but it was to no avail as 
Richter put his Moto-X Fox Suzuki in 
the direction of Shultz. 


When the time closed on the moto, 
Staten was way out in front with a full 
minute lead over Shultz. Richter, 
Clark and Klassen followed across the 
line. 

Heavy rains made the second moto a 
total mud-o-cross and the time was cut 
to 30 minutes. Staten pulled the 
holeshot and slid into the lead on the 
first turn. The only challenge in the 
race came from Pat Richter, in the 





first few laps, but as Staten said in the 

pits after the race, “I wasn’t gonna let 

the turkey get me this week!” He rode 
_ away after four laps. 

Back in third, Clark and Klassen 
were having their own dispute as to 
who was the ruler of third. Clark 
successfully held Klassen off when, on 
the fifth lap, Richter went head-first 
into the mud. This gave second to 
Clark. Richter repassed Klassen, who 
took a scenic route through some 
bushes and old timber for third. 

At the line, Staten took the win and 
the overall title ahead of Clark, 
Richter and Klassen. Back in seventh 
was Darrell Shultz, who got off a 
number of times and ended up 
pushing across for fifth overall. 


250cc Pro 


Another total domination for Rex 
Staten came in the 250gc Pro class 
where he took both motos and a lot of 
mud back to Fontana. Grabbing the 
holeshot in the first moto was Dunlap 
local Milan Garrett. Tad Gumbmann 


and Donnie Hansen followed with the ~ 


Rocket back in seventh. As the pack 
came around for the first lap, Hansen 
had moved into second, Dennis Brand 
was in third and Staten picked his way 
to fourth. 

On the second lap, Garrett sailed 
into a turn, head first. Hansen took 
over the lead and almost lost it in the 
next turn. Staten moved into third 
when Brand took a ride through a 
stream and into a lake, but came back 
and moved into fourth. After all the 
confusion ended, Staten had the lead 
with Brand ahead of Hansen and 
Shultz up in fourth. 

Gumbmann and Brand began a 
battle on the ninth lap that lasted for 
three laps. “Tadpole” took over second 
when Brand got lost in traffic. Shultz 
was working on an advance to the 
front but could not get by 


a Staten affair with Gumbmann, 
Shultz, Hansen and Brand following. 

Taking the second moto was easier 
than the first for Staten as he grabbed 
the holeshot and let everyone else do 
the worrying. Through the first lap it 
was Gumbmann, Brand, Hansen and 
Shultz following the Rocket, but 
Shultz was the most determined to get 
him. On the next lap Shultz was in 
second and trying to eat up the lead 
Staten had built. 

All Shultz could catch was the 
lapped riders that Staten put behind 
him, and the Rocket took his fourth 
moto of the day and his second 
overall/title win. Shultz picked up 
second overall with Randy Losh 
coming up to take third for fourth 
overall. Tad Gumbmann took fourth 
in the moto which was good enough 
for third overall. 


125cc Pro 


Danny Turner’ and Brian 
Myerscough were the two names to 
look at in the 125cc Pro dice, but DG's 
Dave Taylor came out and showed 
some pretty good stuff as well. Taylor 
grabbed the holeshot in the first moto 
with Jeff Ward right beside. Turner 
ran third off the line with Myerscough 
back in sixth. Taylor took over the 
lead for the first two laps when his bike 
began literally falling apart 
underneath him. First his front brake 
cable broke off, then his throttle cable 
stuck wide open when some dirt got 
inside it, then his tranny started to go! 
While all this was going, Myerscough 
had taken over the lead with Ward in 
second. Danny Turner took a couple 
laps to get by Taylor and set after 
Ward. 

Pat Richter came off the line dead 
last and, by the sixth lap, was running 
fifth. After three laps of Dave Taylor, 
Richter went by and headed for the

' Ward-Turner battle. On the last three 


laps, this trio put on a great show as 
the distances between them closed up 
and it became a matter of skill to see 
who would pass whom. 

When the checkers flew, 
Myerscough had a 45 second lead over 
second place Ward. Turner held off 
Richter for third as Southern 
California CMC number one, Pete 
Wanket, took fifth. 

When the rubber snapped for the 
second moto, Dave Taylor grabbed 
another holeshot, again with Ward on 
his rear fender. This moto Taylor put 
everything together and kept it that 
way. Turner moved into second on the 
first lap with Ward in third and 
Donnie Cantaloupi in fourth. Pat 
Richter moved into third on lap three 
and began to challenge Turner. 

As the moto progressed, Taylor held 
the lead with Turner and Richter 
closing little by little each lap. 
Myerscough got a bad start and was 
back in fourth spot, unable to move 
up. 

When the checkered flag came out, 
Taylor took the win, but only 
managed fourth in the overall 
standings. Turner brought in second 
and the overall win with Richter third, 
and third overall. Second overall went 
to Myerscough, who finished the moto 
in fourth. 


Next week the series moves up to 
Sacramento for the final round of 
competition in the CMC/Suzuki 
Golden State Series. *

How to ride like the Hurricane — Part four 


Turns and berms 


By Bob Hannah as told to Jim Gianatsis 


“In motocross I treat almost all turns the same 
way. This also applies when you're out trail 
riding. It doesn't matter if the turn is fast or slow, 


smooth or bumpy. 


“First you want to set up your 
lines. It's always faster to set up 
your lines so you can dive straight 
in to the turn, slam on your 


brakes, pivot and go. This is even fast 
for wide turns where you might think 
it's faster to slide the bike or follow a 
smooth arc. But it's always faster to go 
straight into and out of a turn if you 


10 use your brakes properly. I never slide 


a bike when I'm racing because it uses 
up too much speed. 


"Next, I always go into a turn 
standing up. I ride standing up all the 
time. If the turn is really rough and 
full of whoops you'll want to stand up 
all the way through it. If it’s smooth or 
has a really good berm that you'll be 
riding up against hard, then you can 
go into the turn standing up and then 





sit down as you pivot and come out of 
the turn. 


“While you're going into the turn 
standing, keep your knees up tight 
against the gas tank so your knees can 
control the balance of the bike. 
Balance yourself on the footpegs with 
your toes. Don't stand on the pegs with 


the arch of your foot, otherwise your 


toe can get hooked under the peg or 
your entire foot can get knocked off in 
the turn if you grind the peg. If you're 
balancing on the pegs with your toes 
and your inside foot gets knocked off 
the peg, then you won't fall off or lose 
control of the bike. If you're sitting 
down and your foot gets knocked off 
the peg, your balance is upset and 
you'll lose control of the bike. 





“I usually have the clutch lever 
pulled in when I go into corners. It not 
only allows you to brake faster going 
into the corner, but once you're in the 
corner you can kick the bike down one 
gear and clutch it out. That's on an 
Open bike and a 250cc bike. On a 
125cc bike I forget the clutch and keep 
the bike wide open all the way through 
the turn. That way the 125cc bike 
won't lose its speed. 

"On a big bike you'll see DeCoster 
use throttle control to ease the gas on 
smoothly as he comes out of a turn. 
But I like to use a lot of throttle and 
clutch the bike so it explodes out of the 
turn. Howerton does it the same way. 
It’s all a matter of style, but that’s 
what works for me best.” e.

The 8th Annual Florida Winter-AMA Series — Round one 


Barnett, Calathes and Kudalski rattle 


handlebars at AMA season opener

ORLANDO, FL, FEB. 5 


There almost wasn’t a 1978 Florida Winter- 
AMA Motocross Series. But despite the seem- 
ingly best efforts of the Westerville Mafioso, 
round one of the four-race 1978 series kicked 


up sand right on schedule at the 
Orlando Sports Stadium opener. 

For the first time, ever, the 
Florida Series lacked full partici- 


pation by any of the major manufac- 
turers’ teams because of the AMA's 
scheduling of the Seattle Supercross 
race on the same weekend as one of the 
traditional dates held by the Florida 
series promoters. The factories 
reasoned there was no use racing a 
portion of a series they couldn’t win, 
because their riders would have to miss 
one of the Florida events to race the 
more important Seattle event which 
takes place the night before the third 
series round. 

Suzuki offered a token effort for the 
Florida Series consisting of 17-year-old 
Mark Barnett and three-time 250cc 
National Champion Tony DiStefano. 
Both were riding stock models of the 
new RM.-C bikes. 

Barnett, though, will be the only 
Suzuki team member to run the entire 
series. DiStefano could have opted to 
sit out the series like his other 


teammates, but chose to use the series 
to get in shape for the upcoming season. 
And boy, did Tony need the workout! 

Much of the remaining top talent on 
hand consisted of semi-supported rid- 
ers. Maico had the biggest effort with 
numerous riders on their bike/parts 
program like NML Series 250cc class 
winner Joey Gratton, along with 
veteran Barry Higgins, Florida 
hotshoe John “Captain” Calathes and 
Alabama’s Furman Grey. 

Can-Am’s American distributorship 
was represented by Kenny “The Dart” 
Zahrt. Husqvarna had Marty Moates; 
Moto-X Fox was helping Pat Moroney 
on a Suzuki and Frank Stacy was in ac- 
tion with his Hi-Point/ Penton. 

The Carolina Hillbilly, Mickey 
Boone, put in his first AMA 
appearance on the factory Harley- 
Davidson, but the bike seized in the 
opening laps of practice. 

The rider who dialed in the most 
fantastic performance of the day 
wasn’t sponsored at all. Except, per- 
haps, by Kudalski and Son. Yep, Don 
“Killer” Kudalski made his return to 





the AMA circuit after a long layoff for 
a knee operation. His training to get 
back in shape consisted of riding two 
hours a day, along with winning seven 
of eight motos in the just completed 
NML Series in Florida to take the 
Open class title. 

“I bought myself four bikes — new 
Yamahas — and I'm going to run the 
Nationals this year. Look out!" After 
Don overcame a one lap penalty for 
jumping the start to take the overall 
win, the people who saw him were 


saying, "Look out Smith and 
Hannah!” 
125cc class 


Mark Barnett's first race for Team 
Suzuki was all they could have asked 
for. It only took him two laps to take a 
liking to the Florida sand whoops and 
his production RM 125C. The first lap 
of the opening moto Mark spent 
checking out the sand up close after 
bailing off in the front sand pit at 
Orlando Sports Stadium. 

Florida’s Kippy Pierce hd nailed the 
holeshot with his Yamaha, leaving 
Barnett to battle over second with Pat 
Moroney. Moroney won temporarily as 
Mark picked himself up from mid- 
pack and set out again in pursuit of 
the lead. He would work his way back 
up to second and within sight of Pierce 
by the end of the shortened 25-minute 
plus two lap motos. The motos had to 
be shortened because of the day's 
lengthy qualifiers and early winter 
darkness. 

Pierce, also riding under Yamaha's 
local support program, was hoping to 
stage a repeat performance in the 
second moto to garner an AMA victory 
along with his 125cc NML Series title 
picked up the weekend before. This 
time, though, Barnett wasn't as obig- 
ing as he led the second moto from 
gate to flag for the day's unofficial 
overall win. Unofficial, because 
beginning. this year the AMA no 
longer awards overall finishes for 
points or money. Points and money 
now only being paid for individual 
moto performances. 


The battle for second in the moto , 


was unresolved until the final laps. 
Brian Ward held second spot behind 
Barnett for the first half of the moto as 
Moroney and Pierce twisted their 
handlebars together as they moved up 
through the pack from back near 10th 
place, along the way passing top 
chargers like Mike Guerra, Jimmy 
Fitzgerald and Steve Martin. As 
Moroney and Pierce reeled in behind 
Ward, Brian felt the heat and buckled 
to the pressure, nose diving over the 
front of his Suzuki. Moroney began to 
pull away from Pierce with a secure 
second spot after that. 


250cc class 

Kenny Zahrt made his new produc- 
tion Can-Am look mean as he ran 
away with his qualifier ahead of Tony 
DiStefano, then destroyed the starting 
line for both feature motos with the 
holeshot each time as he roosted out 
huge leads. The National Champ suf- 
fered mediocre starts with his produc- 
tion Suzuki, then the track seemed to 
get the best of him as he bailed a 
couple of times, losing two laps 
completely during the second moto 
when he had to pit to replace a 
damaged shift lever. 

Zahrt's competition, instead came 
from local Orlando rider John Calathes, 
who got strong starts behind Kenny in 
both motos and paced himself towards 
the mid-way point when Kenny 
seemed to tire. It was then that. John 
dialed on his 250cc Maico and wheeled 
his way past and into the lead. 

Not far behind, good frays 
developed both motos between the 
likes of Mickey Kessler, Frank Stacy, 
Marty Moates and Monte McCoy, as 
well as Tim Welker, Bob Rutter and 
Furman Grey. ' 





Stacy looked like a sure bet to give 
Calathes a race in the first moto, only 
to pitch a chain as he closed in on John 
and Zahrt, but Frank charged back to 
second in the final race. Kessler 
claimed third with his Yamaha in the 
opening moto, only to suffer bike 
problems in the second. 

John Calathes was more than a little 
pumped over claiming the overall win. 
"These new Maicos really work well. 
They've gotta be the best on the 
market. And thanks to Randy Myers 
for helping me." ; 

Open class 

The show, though, was in the Open 
class where Don Kudalski brought 
back memories of the “Rokon Don” 
days in the 1975 Winter-AMA Series 
where he was unbeatable on the old 
automatic when it ran. His style has 
improved to total smoothness while he 
has retained or probably even gained, 
a lot more speed. Only a slight mistake 
in the first moto kept him from totally 
dominating both motos on the score 
sheet, while on the track there wasn't 
any question. 


“I knew I jumped the start coming 
off the line for the first moto. I knew 
Id be penalized a lap down and 
figured I'd better start hauling ass if I 
was going to do anything. After crash- 
ing on the first lap as well and losing 
five places, I was more determined 
than ever." 


Even though he had jumped the 
makeshift rubberband gate (No metal 
gate) Don was fourth into the first 
turn behind race leader John Joyner 
from nearby Plant City and NML 
Series champ Joey Gratton, both on 
Maicos. Adding to that his first lap 
getoff and one lap penalty, Don passed 
everyone to take over the lead anc 
then proceeded to unlap himself from 
the penalty all the way back up-tc 
second spot behind Joyner in less than 
30 minutes. 


Round two was an all Kudalski show 
as he dialed his Darrel Hanner wrenched 
Yamaha off the line first and dis- 
appeared. No rider would see Kudalski 
again until he lapped them, except for 
Gratton and Joyner who kept up a 
little stronger pace this time. The 
Killer is back! 


Conclusion 


Evaluating this year's Florida Series 
is difficult. The AMA has certainly 
degraded it as far as its stature in 
American motocross when looking at 
the excitement it provided with factory 
support over that past seven years. It 
still remains a fantastic training 
ground for new young talent as well as 
providing the over Professional 
motocrossers somewhere to race be- 
sides the 10 or fewer Nationals they'll 
be able to ride this year. But in the 
future fewer “name riders” will mean 
fewer spectators. And whether the 
Florida Series will survive future years 
on just rider turnout alone remains a 
question to be answered. e

LUCERNE VALLEY, CA, FEB. 12 

After a two-hour delay, the Desert 
Squirrels M.C. dropped the start 
banner for their Nutcracker 4 
Hare and Hound. First overall at 


the ‘38 Dodge in the sandwash was Ed 
Zarp. Number one Bruce Ogilvie was 
right behind him showing no signs of 
fatigue from the long journey out of 
Mexicali to the Dez. The third bike 
through was Amateur Keith Smith. 

Angling across Johnson Valley, the 
course picked up the bomb run section 
to the right of Victor Pass. Ogilvie had 
surged into the lead as Ed Zarp 
“zapped” his engine. At this point, 
Amateur Dave Matus and Doug 
Winchell moved into the third and 
fourth picking up eight positions in the 
process. 


Ogilvie worked his Harley through 
the tight rock canyon, diving down the 
twenty-foot drop-off into the wash 
heading the man toward check one. 
Mike Godfrey on his Motosport Maico 
was making up for lost time. By check 
one he had caught twenty racers and 
was going strong. Russ Jenkins was 
doing the same. 


Charlie Hamill developed a rear flat 
and Jeff Robbins was losing ground, so 
John Foster was first C and first 
Amateur. Russ Jenkins was second. 


Ogilvie had Means Dry Lake in view 
when the course picked up the first 
sandy uphill, then heads into the land 
of the giant sand dune downhill. 
Gassin' the powerful Harley, Bruce 
flew down the long wash, smoothed 
out with all the rain, heading for the 
small mountain range on the other 
side of Means. The course circled 
around the mountain past Means and 
picked up some whoops that 


eventually turned into rocky fire road. 
This was the spot Winchell and Prater 
got lost. Craig Adams didn't, and he 
took over second place. Bob 
Delliplaine was leading the Senior 
horde; Earl Roeseler was leading the 
two-fifty’s. Shooting down the 
backside of the sandy hill Don Ogilvie 
gassed his thumper into the “all rock 
canyon” downhill just ahead of Marv 
Van Sickle. 

By this time Ogilvie, Adams, 
Winchell and Matus were heading 
home. Blasting out on the second loop 
the Big O poured the coal to the 
Harley and opened up close to a 
minute lead on second place. Matus 
and Winchell were so close on the 
second loop, a number plate separated 
them. Adams was about ten yards 
back. 

The second loop was really a dream. 
It had more variety than Rick 
Edwards’ fender friends. Rick 
Munyon, the National Enduro rider 
and Two-Day Qualifier rider, running 
his first-ever desert race for Honda 
Motor Co., moved up 17 positions into 
14th overall as he turned his red RC 
east into the virgin cross country 
terrain. 

Trudy Beck hates downhills but 
managed to maintain her lead over the 
fast-moving Sheila Hopkins. The other 
women involved in this race were 
Diane Blauer, June Elias, Kathy 
Campbell and Linda Christensen. 

Once the course crested a rise, it 
lead up a canyon into a winding wash 
that finally emptied into a flatland 
sandwash. Adams made his move on 
Winchell and Matus utilizing his big 
bike power. 

Ogilvie had made the hard left turn 
into the crossgrain that eventually 
dumped into a wash about 100 yards 
wide. Russ Jenkins and Mike Powers 
stayed in the wash for about two miles 
until the course turned right heading 
over a virgin knoll into a tight windy. 
wash. 

Instead of picking up the usual fire 
roads, the course headed over a rise, 
across an off-camber downhill into two 
miles of crossgrain washout. Arms and 
legs would suffer on those who have 
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Riders awaiting the Prospectors Gold Rush start. 


skirked their workout routine. 
Jumping into the wash the course went 
about 200 yards then turned left 
aiming at a nasty rock uphill. 

By this time Ogilvie was heading 
home across the basin. Adams, about 
a minute back, broke his brake stay 
arm and had to stop and repair it, 
letting a great race slip by. He rode 
most of the second loop with no front 
brake and a flat front tire. 

Just as President Carter announced 
on national TV that the Los Angeles 
area was declared a Disaster area, the 
checkered flag dropped giving Bruce 
Ogilvie his first overall win of the year. 
Bruce thought the course was about 
the best he had ever ridden. 
Novice/Beginner 

Paranoid after the long delay, the 
LeMans start only added further fear 
as the young racers hoped they didn’t 
jump on the wrong bike. First to the 
"38 Dodge was Tony Epperson, Steve 
Miller and Pat "Killer" Cain. Cain 
crashed and Chris Harris took the 
lead, first 250. First C was Larry 
Hentschel at fifth overall. 


As the racers headed up the old Sled 
Riders bomb run, Marty Pollard was 
passing riders in his quest for first 
place. : 


When the racers entered the rollers, 
Jon Reese was still holding onto first 
begineer. The first sandy uphill 
weeded out the lesser spirited, and 
displacement handicapped 
individuals. Cliff Thomas still held 
first Trail Novice despite the hill. 
Brian Hooper got him on the second 
one. 

Chris Harris was being pressured by 
Dave Wallace and Gary Millikan as 
the racers started across the valley to 
the rockpile. Turning right and 
heading for the campground, Tom 
Jones, Mike Martin d Mike Walters 
bounced through the deep rollers, 
crossed BMR and headed for the Lava 
mountain. 

At the one loop finish, Bill 
Sullenbach and Mike Bird, both 
Invaders, took first and second overall, 
first and second C bike. Brian Hooper 
held the Trail Novice lead to the 
finish. John Reese took the 250cc 
honors, fourth overall. John Vest 
bagged first Open. L.D. Tygart was 
first senior. Linda Christensen became 
the only girl survivor. 

Taking on the second loop would be 
quite an experience for the new guys, 
one they wouldn't soon forget. Rich 
Mays led the way for Jan Morrison and 
Danny Kirby, as the course headed the 
racers into the wash sequence. Bob 
Clements, Blair Swallow and Martin 
Pick made the climb okay and finally 
exited auto-pilot wash, so named 


because the front end of the bike was 
not controlled by the racer.

Soon, my friends, we will really begin to feel the 
weight of emission controls on our motorcycles. 
Oh, didn't you know? Since January 1, 1978, the 
U.S. has had emission standards for new motor- 


cycles manufactured after that 
date. We've known about them 
since 1975. 

They apply to any motor vehi- 
cle with: a) two or three wheels; b) 
engine displacement over 49.5cc; c) 
top speed, loaded, over 24.9 mph; d) 
head, tail and stop lights; e) dry 
weight under 1499 pounds. In the 
foregoing, there have been a few 
changes since the first alarms went 
out. The scope goes beyond purely 
street-legal road bikes to encompass 
some models which are nominally off- 
road. Mopeds are, obviously, exempt. 
Anything over 1499 pounds in weight 
could be considered a car, and that's 
worse. 

The new "clean" motorcycles are 
restricted by EPA and California Air 
Resources Board (CARB) to a "sliding 
scale" of emission levels that varies 
with displacement. The actual 
numbers aren't that important any 
more, though we argued mightily over 
them in 1975. What is important is 
that most any stock four-stroke motor 
can easily meet them, while few (if 
any) two-strokes can. We can "live with 
them" we're told. 

That realization didn’t seem to 
bother many people, except a few die- 
hard two-smoker freaks. The four- 
stroke Superbike is alive and well in 
1978. And as if to underscore the 
point, each of the Big Four has come 
out with its own barn-burner, over 
1,000cc displacement, under 12 
seconds in the quarter mile. Yamaha is 
still marketing an RD400 street bike, 
and even the DT250/400 enduros are 
still carried in street-legal trim. Did I 
lie in 1975? 

Look deeper. Drop by your Yamaha 
dealer and squint hard at one of the 
pretty silver RD400 "E" models. Big 
and bold as life, you'll see "1978 
Model" marked on the manufacturer's 
ID plate attached to the steering stem. 
Look closer, in the upper edge of that 
place, and you'll see the actual date of 
manufacture stamped in. It will read 
"6/77". or maybe, "8/77" or "10/77". 
What it all means is this: We have yet 
to see on the showroom floors many 
motorcycles (if any) built after January 
1, 1978. The current floor stock of 
"1978 models" has yet to come under 
formal control. That stock is made-in- 
1977 bikes. No one knows how big the 
backlog is or how long it will last. Until 
spring? Until summer? 

When they are gone, it will either be 
a four-stroke world, or we will see 
some  as-yet-unguessed engineering 
breakthroughs. 

But that's not all. Having gotten us 
this far into the net, the bureaucracy 
has a couple more tricks in store for us. 
One is called "emissions warranty." 
The other is called "anti-tampering." 





The first follows from detail changes 
made in federal law during 1977. In 
essence, it means that not only must 
the bike builder honor whatever 
normal warranty he might have — he 
must also warrant that your bike will 
meet or beat the proper emission 
standard throughout its "useful life". 


That latter term is another thing we 
argued vigorously with both the Feds 
and the CARB staff. It, too, varies 
with displacement, ranging from 
about 7,450 miles to just over 18,000 
miles. That means, if your bike should 
flunk an emissions check somewhere, 
your dealer might have to fix it under 
warranty. 

Right away, you must be asking 
yourself, “emissions check? What 
emissions check?” Well, right now, 
there's no such animal, except in 
Arizona, where they're inspecting 
motorcycles for pollution, using a 
procedure which doesn't correlate at 
all to federal standards. Luckily, the 
test is said to be loose enough to pass 
anything that’s hitting on all its 
cylinders and holding all its oil. 

California however, is actively 
proposing a new in-use inspection 
program. So are New York and New 
Jersey, with programs so complex that 
even the summary abstract runs 
several pages! And there’s more to 
come. 

What it boils down to is this: In the 
very near future, on a time scale 
ranging from a few months to a few 
years, many of our more bureaucratic 
states are going to start running their 
own emission tests on motorcycles — 
either at time of sale or at random on 
the highway — with no two state 
programs the same. This will start a 
trickle, then a small torrent, of 
customers returning to their 
dealerships with “fix-it” citations that 
will have to be handled under their 
parent manufacturer's warranty 
program. 

Dealers at-large, who were just 
beginning to find out about all this at 
the Anaheim Trade Show, were (to say 
the least) amazed. Nor were they at all 
sure whether this would be good or 
bad for business. It's hell when you 
don't know whether to count your 
future profits or worry about your 
future survival. It all depends on the 
various states, and how they each 
decide to handle emissions inspections. 

But there's even more! Not only do 
new rules on emission warranty apply 
to new motorcycle they also apply to 

"aftermarket parts". The aftermarket 
is that portion of the motorcycle trade 
which supplies repair, replacement, 
performance, add-on, modified 
and/or custom parts. 


Things are not so cut-and-dried, 
however. First, these rules only apply 


to parts, "emission related", of which: 
the government has given us a 
suggested list. Among them are 
pistons, valves, cams exhausts, carbs, | 
ignition parts and cylinder heads. 
There may be more, but in California, | 
the CARB staff said they'd wait and let) 
the courts add them. Nice guys. 

Then there's the business of "anti- 
tampering". This is a set of rules 
intended to ensure that emission- 
controlled cars and bikes stay 
controlled. The car folks already know 
about this; California takes this jazz 
seriously, and several car dealers have 
been  nailed for  diddling their 
customers’ motors so they'd run 
properly. The max fine is $10,000 per 


vehicle. That's bad enough for a 
dealer. Suppose an aftermarket 
supplier (distributor or factory) 


knowingly marketed, say, 100 exhaust 
systems that violated this same statute; 
That's — uh — a million dollars. 

Now, the way the motorcycle 
emissions regs are written, the bikes 
have got to pass the tests with little or 
no adjustment or maintenance during 
the specified mileage. Anti-tampering 
means they've got to stay that way; 
Which is to say that carbs will have 
"fixed" jets which cannot be changed; 
idle air screws will have "limit caps" on 
them so they move only a quarter-turn 
either way; ignition timing will also be 
fixed. Realize that because the “made- 
in-1978” ‘78s aren't here, we've not 
seen this hardware, yet. However; 
that's the way industry spokesmen tell 
us they will be. 

Hmmm. Well, if you want to puta 
set of those neat 29mm tuneable 
Mikuni smoothbores and a collector 
exhaust on your emission-controlled' J- 
model four-piper, that's tampering. 
Oh, there’s no law against you doing 
it, per se (although if your bike's 
inspected wherever and however, and 
if flunks, you'll get a “fix-it” ticket.) 
There is a law against your dealer 
doing it. There is a law against your 
dealer selling you the parts to do it 
without telling you plainly that they're 
for competition only. There's a law 
against his distributor selling him the 
parts without doing likewise. The 
lawyers are going to have a field day, 

Soon, all the trick engine parts you 
see will be labeled one of two ways. 
They'll either “conform” to current 
emission standards and be labeled as; 
such; or they'll be labeled as racing: 
only. Realize that if a part-maker says; 
in writing, that his part conforms, he's 
got to be prepared to prove it when the 
Man comes knocking. The proof-tests; 
at latest estimate, cost $60,000 fer 
engine family. 

Needless to say, the folks who sell, 
service, and trick-out your motorcycle 
feel none too secure at this point. 
Neither do guys in my profession (the 
world's second oldest) whose livelihood 
ultimately derives from advertising 
revenue. One doesn't need to advertise 
that which one cannot legally sell. — 

Oh, yeah. I almost forgot. The 
standards which our industry 
spokesmen said we could “live with” im 
1978 — they're due to be tightened in 
1980. And again in 1983. e

The west coast dirt track racing season is just 
around the corner. But there’s nothing firm 
yet concerning the number of AMA non- 
National professional events that will actually 
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take place to allow the Novice 
and Junior riders to earn ad- 
vancement points. Advancement 
points, obviously, are a necessity 
for our upcoming riders to become 
Expert. Pros and thus become eligible 
for the AMA Grand National 
Championship/Camel Pro Series 
events. 

For close to 20 years, California or 
Arizona riders could look forward to 
Ascot opening and running weekly 
from April to October. This year, 
tentative plans call for a five-week 
series of half mile races on Friday 
nights, starting April 7. But what new 
rider wants to wait that long to go 
racing and start picking up points? 

So, Florida might -be the answer. 
Now for riders except California and 
Arizona racers, just the idea of going 
racing in Florida sounds great. You 
get out of the cold and snow, walk on 
the beach and all those othr good 
things that happen to you if you live in 
the frozen north. 

From about March 4 through the 
14, Florida is hosting some good 
events on the mile, half mile and short 
tracks. Novice, Junior and Expert 
riders who just want to be dirt trackers 
and not road racers can compete in at 
least four or five money and points- 
paying events without having to travel 
more than a few miles, once you get to 
Florida. 

The first one takes place on 
Saturday night, March 4 under the 
lights at a harness racing track located 
between Daytona and Orlando. This is 
for Expert and Junior riders and 
selected southeastern Novice entrants. 
Any west coast Expert or Junior can 
ride, but not western Novices. The last 
time they raced bikes on this track was 
in 1946. 

The next day, Sunday, March 5, it’s 
a daytime half mile just outside of 
Daytona. Again, any and all west coast 
Expert and Junior riders can run but 
the Novice class is open only to south- 
east Novices. 


The following Wednesday night, 
March 8, it's an all Novice night at 
the Daytona short track located right 
in the town. Thursday night is Novice

Friday and Saturday nights are 
Expert/Junior affairs. 

Often overlooked by Novice riders, 
is that you can compete in both the 
Amateur road races on Wednesday, 
March 8 at the Speedway and also run 
later in the week in the Novice 250cc 
road races, if you want. 

The Amateur road races have sizes 
and classes for everybody, so finding a 
machine to run on the infield short 
course should not present too much of 
a problem. One year a young west 
coaster came down, went to one of the 
local shops, borrowed a street bike, 
and went home with a trophy! 

The west coast Junior crop has 
slowed down as far as big numbers 
advancing each season to Expert. This 
was largely due to lack of weekly racing 
at Ascot. Now they have three 
different types of dirt track events to 
gain 80 points in about a week. 

The night mile is well lighted and 


' should be fast. Look for some sand in 


the surface — everything has sand in 
the surface in Florida. No entry fee is 
required if you post by Feb. 6. Mile 
info is available by calling 813/522- 
1513 or 305/831-1140. It will be the 
only mile until the San Jose opener on 
May 7 which is all Expert, plus a 
western Junior Invitational. 

The mile, by the way, is located off 
Interstate 4, between state roads 434 
and 436. It's called Seminole Harness 
Raceway. 

The Daytona half mile is a short, 
fast, well-oiled surface oval which was 
won last year by short tracker Guy 
McClure, who got a good start on his 
750 and was pushed all the way to his 
only half mile win of the year. 

By the time the Florida events roll 
around, J.C. Agajanian should have 
his Ascot half mile plans confirmed for 
April and May so now is the time to 
decide when and how you want to go 
racing. 

For just the regular old fan who may 
be heading for Florida early, Delta 
Airlines has a direct discounted flight 
from Los Angeles right to Orlando, 
which is a short drive from Daytona. 
In fact it's another of those discounts 
we talked about in an earlier column 
but forgot to mention.

places under control. 

On the second lap Burnworth 
seemed to be having some mechanical 
problems, giving Mike Cady (Yam) a 
chance to take over his position. Mitch 
Futch (DMG) was busy in the middle 
of the 28-rider pack trying to get in the 
top Junior position. 

At the end of the first moto, the 
point leaders in the Pro division were 
Rick Johnson, Jim Cote (Suz), Ladell 
Eide and Malcolm McCassey. For the 
Intermediate riders it was Mike Cady, 
Clint Hardick (Suz), B.J. Lehn (Suz) 
and David Hughes (Suz). Junior riders 
scoring high were Mitch Futch, Tom 
Basaker (Yam), Woody Carlson (Yam) 
and Mike Gomez (Yam). 

Cote captured the lead position in 
the second moto with Rick Johnson 
breathing down his neck. Eide had a 
good strong third with Futch and Cady 
fourth and fifth. On the second lap 
Johnson jumped by Cote to again 
become the leader. Cote rode the 
remainder of the moto in second. Eide 
finished the race in third with Cady 
coming across the line in front of 
Tommy Higgins (FMF) and McCassey. 

When the points were tallied the 
winners in the three classes were 
Johnson, Cote and Eide for the Pros; 
Cady, Hardick and Lehn for the 


Intermediates and the Junior winners 
were Futch, Basaker and Carlson.

The call came over the loud: 
speaker, “Two minutes 'til the 
final moto of the Grand Prix:” 
And the already torrential rain 


began to fall even harder. Slowly, the 
riders began pushing their works. 
looking motocross machines towards 
the start gate with grim determination, 
Their racing attire reflected the 
weather, their sponsors and affiliation, 
It was the predictable group of eager 
teenagers and veterans in their thirties 
with eight, 10, even 15 years of racing 
under their kidney belts. 

Factory mechanics had spent hours 
preparing the machines, then invested 
more hurried minutes cleaning, 
checking and fueling them as the 
riders fitted clear plastic tear-offs into 
their goggles and snapped rain jackets. 
The mud was hub-deep on the 21-inch 
knobbies; the course was a slippery 
quagmire. Team managers grime 
facedly huddled in their paddock 
jackets, not really hearing the constant 
drumming of the rain on the roofs, of 
the team tents. There was no thought 
of not going to the gate, regardless of 
the conditions. This was serious 
business. 3 

It was the final event in thè 
introduction of Suzuki's 1978. "C" 
model RM125 motocross racer to the 
U.S. motorcycling press, the Fourth. 
Annual Editors MX. That was the 
unifying factor; all the machines were 
I25cc class Suzukis. If not exactly 
maxi-buck replicas of the 125s Gaston 
Rahier used to win three MX World 
Championships, their appearance Was, 
still works-like in the extreme. 
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To the riders for whom peer group 
status, prestige, and even cash prizes 
were at stake, the realiability of the 
often overburdened 125s never came 
into question. All of the teams, from 
semi-pro ringers to semi-competent 
desk jockeys, knew that the bike was 
more than equal to the conditions. 

Equally impressive was the fact that 
U.S. Suzuki became one of the few 
motocross organizers in Southern 
California not to cancel their event 
due to rain. After the thrill of victory 
and the agony of defeat had been 
blunted by drinks and prime rib, the 
final comment from winning team 
member Jim O'Neal, riding for 
Modern Cycle, was, "Hey, you've got a 
hell of a good machine there." 

While the Fourth Annual Editors' 
Motocross should not be taken 
seriously as an event, there is little 
doubt the RM125C will be taken 
seriously all over the U.S.

"It's a full-on works replica, and it needs to be 
maintained like one,” Jeff Shetler, the Kawasaki 
PR man assigned to handle the Cycle News ride 
on the new KX250-A4 motocrosser, was saying. 


That statement — especially the 
part about the maintenance — 
would be the theme set by Kawa- 
saki throughout the entire test 


period. No doubt was left concerning 
the fun rider’s place in their plans for 
the KX. He is completely excluded. 

Unlike standard test procedure 
where bikes are handed over to a 
publication for an agreed-upon period 
of time, this machine came complete 
with a chaperone. The bike was, we 
assume, as fresh and finely tuned as it 
could possibly be. It came directly 
from the Kawasaki race shop that 
morning, and it would return there 
that evening. 

Kawasaki's reasoning behind that 
plan was obvious. The tester would see 
the machine at its best, and he 
wouldn't suffer the irritation of having 
to handle any problems that might 
develop in a high-strung racer. 
Negative vibes were eliminated, good 
ones emphasized. 

Not only that, but it made an 
impressive presentation — like 
borrowing a cobra for an afternoon, 
complete with handler to keep the 
lendee from getting “snakebit.” 

We'd arranged to meet at 
Saddleback Park, thanks to owner Vic 
Wilson and general manager Rich 
Kimball who'd let us use their MX 
course for the day’s project. Dave 
“Works” Miller, a SoCal motocrosser 





with ample riding abilities and a 
strong technical background, would 
help our rider/editor check out the 

een machine. Miller warned us he'd 
be a half hour late, so while we waited 
Shetler pointed out the KX250's features. 

Obvious at a glance are the leading 
axle forks and reservoir-type shocks, 
both by Kayaba, providing plenty of 
free space between the tires and 
fenders. The forks offer a claimed 
9.3" of travel while the shocks transfer 
their 5.3” stroke through the gold 
anodized alloy swingarm for 8.0-8.5" 
of rear wheel travel. Rear wheel travel 
may vary within those limits on 
different machines. 

The forks are adjustable air/oil 
units, and an air gauge is supplied 
with the cycle. According to Shetler, 
the test machine was running at 13 psi, 
and he recommended we stay in the 
10-15 psi range. The owner's service 
manual suggests 17 psi and warns that 
pressures over 36 psi will damage the 
seals. Air (or nitrogen) pressure, oil 
viscosity and oil quantity can be varied 
and balanced to suit the preferences of 
each rider. 

The shocks, however, are sealed 
systems and adjustable only through 
spring rate and preload. Damping is 
not adjustable, unlike the works 
prototypes which feature air fittings on 
the reservoir units. Being sealed 
naturally precludes the possibility of 
rebuilding the shocks, and our short

test didn’t offer any indication how 
long the seals would last. 

The aluminum swingarm pivots on 
four needle bearings rather than on 
plain bushings. While the needles 
allow the unit to pivot more easily than 
bushings could, they do require more 
maintenance. But that’s all part of the 
program Kawasaki's selling. It’s a 
works replica, and it must be 
maintained like one. That means lots 
of preparation for each and every 
race. 

Protecting the swingarm from chain 
wear at the pivot point is a replaceable 
rubbing block. Fork protectors are 
also standard equipment, a good 
detail touch that keeps nicks and 
gouges off the alloy sliders. Fork boots 
help keep dust out of the seals and 
shield the tubes from rocks, grit and 
assorted debris. 


The rear brake is a full floating unit 
which according to theory is the hot 
set-up, although this one would draw 
mixed reactions during the riding 
segment of our impression. 


The KX250-A4's best selling point is 
its weight — or lack thereof. Shetler 
claimed that the bike, with a full fuel 
tank, checked in at a lithe 218 Ib. The 
spec sheet furnished by Kawasaki 
claims a dry weight of 207 Ib. 


Lightness, to some extent, may be 
attributed to the use of magnesium in 
motor and wheel parts. The rear wheel 
hub and backing plate and the front 
brake backing plate are magnesium, 
as are the engine side covers. 
Aluminum pieces like the fuel tank, 
wheel rims, motor mount brackets, 
swingarm and triple clamps also help. 

But simplicity in design is probably 
the greatest weight saver. No 
unnecessary brackets or gadgets are

"The clutch is perfect," Miller 
remarked after one 20 minute ride, “I 
can use it with one finger! The brakes 
are excellent. You have to be careful 
with the front one, though. It'll throw 
you. But the braking is really smooth 
— no chatter. It shifts really smoothly. 
The front tire's working really good — 
no wash. This baby zs light, though. 
No vibration either." 

One minor complaint came 
concerning the handlebars. The stock 
ones are a little too high and a bit wide 
for many riders. There's a Jimmy 
Weinert bend model available 
through Hi-Point Accessories that 
seems better. : 

While we were at Saddleback, 
another rider arrived with a new 
KX250 he'd purchased recently. He'd 
made a few changes, so we asked him 
about them. 

"The rear brake was a toggle 
switch," he explained, "so I trimmed 
some off the shoe." We'd had some 
difficulty, too, locking up the rear 
wheel and stalling the motor on the 
muddy track; and felt inclined to 
agree with his criticism. 

He'd changed tires, putting a 
Goodyear on the rear and a Metzeler 
on front. That choice, we felt, was 
quite likely due more to personal 
preference although we can’t say how 
the stock tires would have worked on a 
hard dry track. 

He'd also rejetted the carburetor, 
going from a 165 to a 150 main jet.
